HAVANA, February 20.—The re- 


ports of Cubans rejecting the $3,000,- 
000 loan from the United States fur 
the payment of the insurgent troops 
are baseless. 
The plans which are 


nuder discussion are for the purpose 
of securing an additional loan of 
$7,000,000. The Cuban assembly no 
longer talks of questioning Gomez's 
authority to pledge its co-operation 
with the American authorities in dis- 
banding the insurgents, and the only 
aim of the assembly's members now is 
to fall iu line with Gomez and to 
carry ont his policy. 


Some of the Cubans are agitating a 


petition to General Brooke for tho 
calling of a new representative as- 
sembly, through a popular election, 
which will bo officially recognized by 
the United States. The movement is 
premature. Gomez and the present 
assembly can deal with all questions 
arising, and Cuba is not ready for a 
popular election of any kind. 


Gomez's health continues to cause 


uneasiness, but the members of his 


staff say the trouble is not serious, 
and that when the fatigues of the 
public receptions are ended, he will 
be all right. Ho was at Cardenas Sun- 
day and will make one more visit to 
Matauzas before reaching 
Havana.

tion hold aloof.

ever heard of was one designed on the 
spur of the occasion by a friend with 
whom I was traveling, to connect the 
sides of a chasm -which we desired to 
cross. 


"When we came to the place where 


the bridge should have been we found 
the bridge that had spanned this chasm 
had been carried away by some of the | 
terrible gusts that swept flown the tree- 
less adjacent, mountains. It seemed to 
me that-there was nothing to do but to 
go back and go around another way, 
about 14 miles further, hut my friend 
was quite equal to the erosrgeucy. We 
were packing with us a piece of brown 
cotton cloth, 44U yards. The chasm 
was 30 feet vi ide. 


"V\re took that piece of cotton cloth | 


and doubled it into four folds, which, 
you see, folded it up to the length of 
114 feet l'/j inches. When we arrived 
there the wind was- blowing a gale 
square across the chasm. The weather 
was the coldest I ever knew, 


"My friend took that- piece of cotton 


cloth, doubled it as I have told you. 
and then loosely folded it over on itself 
for convenience in carrying to a warm 
spring near by, with the situation of 
which it seems he wnsacqufiintcd, and 
dipped it in the water. He kept it there 
until it 
was thoroughly saturated, 


meanwhile explaining to me his plan 
of operations. 


"When it was all soaked we took the 


cloth to the tdge of the chasm and 
stood facing each other, he with his 
right arm extended toward me and i 
with my left arm extended toward him, 
our hands meeting and the two arms 
bowed slip-htly, with the bowed side 
npwart, like r. flattened arch. Then 
we took that soaking wet bundle of 
cloth and drew one end of it across 
that arch, each of us holding a cor- 
ner down with his free hand, and then 
we cast the rest of the ckjth loose. The 
gule blew the cloth out straight across 
the chasm and it frrr/.e. stiff as board as 
it wcr.t. The other end fell on the op- 
pnsitc edge of the chasm and we set 
our end down on this. Jt had shrunk 
a little, of course, in freezing, and was i 
now 34 feet scant, thus giving a trille i 
less than two feet over at each end.

"So there, we had over this 30-foot i 


chasm a bridge that- was in shape like- 
an enlarged telescopic coal chute, sucn 1 
as they use on coal wagons in the city, ;

a bridge planned, constructed and put , 
up in alxnit 111) minutes. It was slip- 
pery, but we put the wrong side np , 
for safety; but we each had new arc- j 
tics with very much ccvrrugaU'd soles, j 
and by using great care we managed ; 
to gel across all right.

•Then we pulled the bridge over and i 


carried it along with us on our shoui- j 
tiers the way you would a canoe, to the
